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The CBC and Its Troubles 


I F cancellation of a single three- 
minute radio commentary meant 
that freedom of air speech was 
threatened then the CBC would in¬ 
deed he in a had way. Unless the 
mass resignations of producers and 
program supervisors was the result 
of prima donna tendencies—a factor 
not entirely to be ignored — there 
must he more to the disturbance than 
this one skeletal program. 

Yet in restoring the disputed 
commentary — and with somewhat 
panicky haste—the CBC directors 
have weakened the position of the 
acting president. If management 
erred in this instance, well and good. 
But if staff members are to he the 
arbiters of the kind of policy and 
programs the CBC is to promote the 
future outlook is none too reassuring. 
Producers may he swayed by the 
whims of the moment and their 
own temperaments, and frequently 
are. 

On the whole the CBC has per¬ 
formed its function very well. Over 
the years it has developed standards 
of taste and quality that are the envy 
of other networks. It has shown care¬ 
ful regard for its role of moul(ier of 
opinion and preserver of the Cana¬ 
dian way of life. Much of the credit 
for this must go to its management, 
which directs the operations of the 
producing teams it employs. The lat¬ 
ter may not always see the wood for 
the trees. 

Doubtless there have been tenta¬ 
tive and private approaches from 
time to time which might he deemed 
political. It would he strange if this 
were not so. even if neither the 
former nor the present government 
•s such can be indicted. Private 


Hit-and-Run Drivers 


T HE supreme coward among 
motorists is the hit-and-run 
driver. There will be hearty approval, 
therefore, of the amendment to the 
Criminal Code now before the House 
of Commons to compel the courts to 
cancel the licences of those who, in 
the wording of the law’, "leave the 
scene of an accident” without render¬ 
ing assistance. 

When this amendment becomes 
law—as it undoubtedly will, so great 
is the contempt of the public for those 
drivers who take refuge in flight— 
cancellation of licences, together with 
whatever other punishment the 
courts may inflict, will not be at the 
discretioi) of the magistrates; a con¬ 
viction will make revocation of 
licence mandatory, as it should be.

There is of course the thought that 
the speedy reversal by the directors 
of the acting president’s ruling on the 
three-minute commentary which 
sparked the mass resignations—now 
mostly withdrawn — might be the 
result of some political persuasion, 
or the fear of it. This is something 
which should come out when the 
commons broadcasting committee 
takes the CBC under review next 
week. So should the whole matter of 
political interference, so far only 
vaguel hinted at. It is essential that 
the CBC should be free from any sug¬ 
gestion of political pressure. But it is 
equally necessary that program pro¬ 
ducers of themselves do not become 
the last word in CBC operations.

B RITAIN has entered its third 
printing strike in the last six 
\eais. This time it affects job printers 
and new spaper* 
outside London. 

The result is likely 
to be catastrophic 
as a long term pol¬ 
icy for both sides. 

The men have de¬ 
manded 10 per cent 
increase in wages 
and a cut in hours 
to 40 per week 
against a present 4.V*. The employers 
have offered a 2's per cent increase 
and a 42-hour week. The printing 
Union* have refused to accept arbi¬ 
tration. 

~"The effect of the strike is that 
many provincial newspapers have 
published their last edition until the 
strike end* Many job printers have 
closed down. Some of the more im¬ 
portant weekly reviews have made 
atrangements to print in Belgium, 
Switzerland and France. There are 
threats that the distribution of these 
paper* will be affected by unions not 
at present involved in the strike. 

Nearly 1.000 printing firms have 
resigned from the Master Printer*' 
Federation on the ground* that their 
responsibilities to their customers are 
greater than to the federation. Most 
of them are small concerns and it is 
reported that they represent only 6 
per cent of the total labor force in¬ 
volved In printing. 

About a dozen newspapers have 
withdrawn from the Newspaper So- 
c iety and made their individual peace 
with the unions concerned and will 
publish as usual. The most dramatic 
withdrawal from the Kedetation of 
Master Printers has been Waterlow 
A Company, one of the largest 
printers in the country, printing 
amongst other things the X .000.000 
copies weekly of the BBC's Radio 
Times, and bank notes.

What will hapj>en eventually no 
one knows. The first effect has been 
a staggering demand for office print¬ 
ing machines. Many large firms and

municipalities have decided to instal 
these machines and the result is that 
a great deal of business will be lost 
permanently to the printing trade. 
The sec-ond is that even if the union 
demands are agreed in full it will 
take more titan nine week* to recover 
what is lost in wages every week. 
If. a* one union secretary has pre¬ 
dicted. it last for 10 weeks it will 
take the unions nearly two years to 
recover the lost pay. It will take the 
employers longer to recover the lost 
business. 

There has been one demonstration . 
of solidarity. Both the master 
printers and the trade unions have re¬ 
quested their opposite numbers on 
the continent not to undertake work 
offered to them as a result of the 
stnke. There has been partial success 
- hut it seems obvious that some 
European printers and their em¬ 
ployee* have decided not to quarrel 
with their livelihood. 

* * * 

N’*xt. of course, is the probability 
of progressive involvement of other 
unions. At present daily newspapers 
printed in London are not affected 
but it seems probable that they may 
t>e if they attempt to print additional 
copies to cater for the absence of 
provincial morning and evening and 
weekly newspapers. If provincial 
newspapers are able to produce skele¬ 
ton editions it is likely that transport 
workers will refuse to distribute 
them. 

One bunion newspaper, the News 
Chronicle, has been threatened with 
nondelivery of printing ink because 
it published a leading article critical 
of the strike. If unavailability of ink 
makes it impossible for the news¬ 
paper to appear it is possible that an 
agreement between London news¬ 
papers providing for the'Vessation of 
all newspapers if one is affected by a 
labor dispute will be brought Into ac¬ 
tion. 

The result is that the whole print¬ 
ing industry is standing on the edge 
of a volcano. Anything may happen. 


Pathological Problem 


Car Crimes and the Law 


(F’rom The bmclon Spectator) 

C AR crime* are one of the ugliest 
pathological symptoms society 
auffers from today. 

Yet the culprits in serious car 

crimes are not regarded as "crim¬ 
inals." Even where they excite public 
obloquy — hit and run drivers, lor 
example they tend to get relatively ^ 
light sentence*. 

Magistrates who would send a 
woman to jail for stealing a few shil¬ 
lings will often let off a driver on 
a manslaughter charge with a homily 
to the effect that the knowledge that 
he has killed wilF he punishment 
enough. The woman it can of course 
be argued-wanted the money; the 
motorist did not want the corpse. But 
this is becoming harder to substan¬ 
tiate.

The Ministry of Labor 
ha* powers once work has ceased, al¬ 
though it has no power of enforce¬ 
ment. In fact, however, ministry in¬ 
tervention is usually successful but 
the ministry always insists upon a 
polite fiction that it is better for em¬ 
ployer* and employees to negotiate 
without intervention until actual ces¬ 
sation of work proves that they hav# 
failed. The employers have agreed 
to accept arbitration.

yet be so oefined It has continued to be dominated by 
custody, inflexibility and lip service to tieatment in spite 
of the Archamhault Repoi t in 1938 and Fauteux Report 
In SM 

The basic principles behind minimum and maximum 
progiams „ie contradictory’ in many respect*. Security in 
the latter is solely .1 matter of controls external to the in¬ 
dividual. ft is maintained thmugh a custodial staff In the 
former, it must be inner controls fiom wiihin the in¬ 
dividual and group It is maintained through program 
participation and belief in the program as a means to a 
better way of life. 

The individual is allowed to keep a laige part of his 
individuality and is made an intimate part of the treat¬ 
ment proems, as opposed to a passive. embittered person 
whose primary identification is an institutional numbei. 

Presumably the approval for the development of Wil¬ 
liam Head was primarily initiated to relieve overcrowd- 
ing at the B.C. Penitentiary. As an afteithought, it was 
right fully considered that the site lent itself to a minimum 
aecunty type piogram. 

Understandably, the affect* have been somewhat 
similar to those expected if suddenly the foimidahle con¬ 
crete walls aroqnd B.C. Penitentiary were removed. 

If It is necessary to attach responsibility for escapes, 
ft should be attached neither to escapees nor the concept 
of minimum security institutions. Rather it should be to 
the persons responsible for developing and implementing 
what passes as a minimum security piogram at William 
Head. The public should be made aware of the fact that 
by known standaids this program is unorthodox and bears 
few resemblances to a true minimum security piogiam.

Kol 
land, today for trans shipment 
to the Greek nrflnistry of in¬ 
dustry in Athens. Following a 
developing period of approxi 
| mately six months In a Greek 
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| hatchery, the trout “fry” will 
he released to ponds and 
streams In northern Greece. 

This first egg shipment 
which Is a gift from, the fish 
and* game branch of British 
Columbia's department of 
recreation and conservation, 
is the commencement of a 
largescale conservation and 
restocking program bv the 
Grt*ek government, said J. G. 
iJack! Terpenning. assistant 
supervisor of hatcheries for 
B.C. 

The eggs, which were taken 
at the Beaver lake egg col- 
lection atation, are worth 
approximately $600. They were 
loaded aboard the CPA air¬ 
lines in a special fish egg air 
shipment rase developed by 
Terpenning. 

The esse contains 60 pounds 


of ice supported by a wire 
screen. Ire-water thus flows 
over the egg trays and keeps 
the future trout at a constant 
temperature of 38 degrees. 

Using this method, the eggs 
are kept in a state of partially 
suspended animation until 
they arrive, explained Terpen¬ 
ning. When placed In water 
at a temperature of 60 degrees 
in the Greek hatcheries they 
will develop into small “fry” 
within a week 

“We expect we will be send¬ 
ing a second shipment to 
Greece within the next few 
months.” said Terpenning.

I have had quite a few- letter* 
recently from reader* requesting in* 
formation on how to piune their 
tomato plants, and as this depends on 
what kind Qf tomatoes vou are glow¬ 
ing. I think I had betier go into the 
sub|ect in some detail. 

First. I should make it clear that 
theie are two different types of 
tomato plant, the staking and the non¬ 
staking or bush types. The staking 
kinds, such as Best of All. Scarlet 
Dawn. Bonny Best. Stokesdale and 
the true. Beefsteak are all trained to 
*i single stem and require very severe 
pruning for best results. 

The non-staking 01 hush tomatoes, 
like Rhode Island, tally Bush Reef- 
steak. Bounty. Early Chatham, Ama¬ 
teur and Mustang ran all get along 
without any piuhtng at all and in 
fact will produce their biggest ctops 
when allowed to go their own way 
without interference. 

* * A 

Thanks to good gtowing condi¬ 
tions, the slaking kinds ate putting 
out a regular forest of side shoots 
from the leaf Joints. All these must 
be nipped off while they are still very 
young. 

Looking over the plants once a 
week just doesn't seem to he often 


enough this season. Even wtule your 
hack is turned, new shoot* come 
popping out. It is a g«*od idea, theie 
fore, to keep eveilastingl) at them, 
nipping out these side shoots with a 
sharp thumbnail e\eiy time sou visit 
the vegetable plot. 

I have found that it pay* to make 
one exception to the mle of early 
removal of side shoots Where one of 
these emerges immediately above a 
cluster of blossoms. 1 let it lemain 
utrtil it has made two good leaves. 
Then 1 snip off its tip to prevent it 
ftom glowing any longer. This pair 
of leaves just above a cluster of de¬ 
veloping fruit seems to act as a 

safety valve, steadying the supply of 
sap to the swelling gieen tomatoes. 
a * * 

While the bush or non-staking 

tomatoes need no pruning nor staking 
at all. thev do need a good armful of 
straw spread over the soil surface and 
tucked m under the spreading foliage. 
This serves two purposes it keeps 
the fruH up off the ground prevent¬ 
ing the tomatoes from rotting through 
contact with wet soil, and#the insulat¬ 
ing eflect of the straw steadies the 
supply, of moisture at the roots. 

Tomatoes don't need a great deal 
of moisture, hui what thev do need, 
thev must have in a stead). neyei- 
ending, non fluctuating supply. Too 
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much violent fluctuation in soil mois¬ 
ture causes all kinds of queer tomato 
troubles to develop. 

For instance, plenty of rain during 
the eailv part of the season will pro¬ 
duce lush, luxuriant foliage. Come* 
a div s|m»I 1 and insufficient soil mois¬ 
ture and the roots are no longer able 
to supply the.foliage with its needs. 

So the leaves turn cannibal, sucking 
ihe juice’* fiom the voung green 
tomatoes at>d causing a N|»ot of rot to 
develop on the bottom of each fruit. 

* * * 

Or take it the other way round. 
You go off on your holidays, nobody 
waieis your tomatoes and >ou come 
home io find the foliage limp and 
diooping. You feel ihe soil, find it 
div and rush foi the hose or watering 
can flooding the soil around the toots. 

During the dry spell, the skins of 
the developing fruit* have become 
tough and inelastic. Come* the water 
and a great surge of sap flow* up- 
vvaid into the leaves and fruit. 
Because of the hardened skin, th# 
fruits cannot expand to accommodate 
this pressure and all the tomatoe* 
crack open on the vine. 

A heavy straw mulch, insulating 
Ihe soil surface from the sun. I* the 
best way to maintain a stead), non¬ 
fluctuating moisture supply, thereby 
avoiding these troubles.

Scotland Tt would he very difficult to 
do a variety show. 

“We had to teach ever) one every¬ 
thing We had a foui month* training 
petmd prior to opening the *tation. 
We had to train the announcer*, for 
instance we auditioned 3.000 people 
before picking a couple of announcers 
• and we had to send the makeup 
people lo England for a few weeks 
to learn how to applv it.i 

When the commercial network in 
Scotland opened, theie were only 117,- 
non sets opeiating in Scotland. Now 
there are a half a million. "About two 
million people in Scotland don’t have 
private bailimoms but some of them 
have TV sets." 

The English rule* under which 
they operate get the most out of com¬ 
mercial television while making the 
worst aspect* of sponsorship illegal. 
The advertiser is prohibited by law 
from hav ing any say so about pro¬ 
gramming and pei formers are not al¬ 
lowed to sell pioducts.

OTTAWA 'CPI — Inflation 
hurts the farmer more than 
anyone else, the Senate com 
mittee on finance was told 
Thursday. 

The Interprovincial Farm 
Union Council said in a brief 
presented to the committee 
that: “The economic ttquee/e 
of Canada's farmers, who have 
to sell their own products at 
deflated prices, is aggravate^ 
by the inflated costs of the 
goods they have to buy." 

Th# brief presented by IFL'C 
Chairman A. P. Gleave of Sas 
katoon. cited as an example 
the costs of a 12 foot self pro- 
pelled combine, which it sail 


could he bought in 19-16 with 
the proceeds of 1.963 bushels 
of wheat. In 1958 it took the 
equivalent of 5.393 bushels to 
buy a similar combine. 

The IFUC said the farmer 
has “rendered yeoman service 
to the Canadian consumer in 
keeping price* to the consumer 
down.” 

It recommended that t h e 
committee's study pay particu¬ 
lar attention to returns on In¬ 
vested capital, undistributed 
earning*, administered prices 
and finance charges on Instal¬ 
ment buying and the effects inf 
these factors on th# agricul¬ 
tural economy.

Edgelow, and Acting Mayot 
Arthur Dowell added.
